I was pleased that you were found not guilty of the recent charge and 
I hope that die accusation does not endanger your future career. I 
received your phone call this morning requesting that I write a reference 
for you to the Arizona Teacher’s Placement Service in Phoenix and to 
Texas A & M. Enclosed is a copy of my letter of recommendation for 
you. 

After getting your call die other day I talked to Mr. Cullison and Mr. 

Don Hiserodt, who administer the M.D.T. A. program out of the State 
Vocational Department, and they have indicated diat they cannot pay 
you for the period of suspension because it would be illegal to pay you 
for work not performed. Frankly, I had hoped that they would be willing 
to pay you for some portion of this time, however, as you know, Ariz- 
ona Western College is merely the station at which M.D.T. A. programs 
are run. We have no control over policies of employment and we do not 
pay personnel who work in M. D. T. A. programs. The State Vocational 
Department gives no contracts for M.D.T. A. support, instead they 
employ them by oral agreement and can terminate them at any time. 
When we were forced to employ another person to do your work on Octo- 
ber 20, they terminated you from die payroll and are not able to pay you 
any furdier days. If you have any questions about diis, you can certainly 
write to Mr. Cullison, but I have already talked to him and I am quite 
sure that diey cannot pay you for diis period. 


Please accept my sincere best wishes, I hope that you are successful in 
getting an overseas assignment.
